The lowa Department of Public Health is hosting twenty-two public and non-profit agricultural health
and safety program exhibits during the three days of the show. Gates open at 8 a.m. Highlights
include:

an unbelted driver during a crash or the driving dangers found in work zones.

Product displays for those with mobility challenges to keep
you going around the farm and community. Find options that can eliminate or minimize
obstacles for those with physical limitations.

e Ask the experts — Worker Protection Standard Pesticide Educational Resources presented by
the lowa Department of Agriculture and Land Stewardship.

e Get help choosing the right personal protective equipment for use on the farm with samples of
ear plugs and respirators.

e See the gas can safety device that can prevent injury and fires.

e Sun protection, needlestick prevention, confined spaces, roadway safety and manure gas safety
are just some of the topics you can learn about from three Midwest Ag centers that will be part
of the HST. Find information, samples and fun stuff for youth and adults.

e See Tracks? Think Train and learn how to get your farm equipment across tracks safely.

e The big C - find out how to reduce your risk and pick up a fun item.

e Learn how to keep the lead out for children and adults in lowa.
